VANCOUVER ISLAND GOLD MINES 



Ths new« received jealorday from Sooke 
river, seitlej all double about our gold mines. 
The remits of oven the brief proipecting 
tour of (ho gentlemen whose names nro men 
tioned in our mining intelli«ence, dispels the 
last lingering shadow of scepticism. There 
might reasonably have been some dubitancy 
— some hesitation in accepting unreservedly 
the glowing statements of the members of the 
exploring party; for those statements were, al 
the first, startling and, to n certain ei'ent, su- 
perficial. But uow, whoo we hive the full 
reports of I he exploring party, as well at iho 
Verbal testimony of practical miners before 
us, to mistrust any longer would be irrational 
in the extreme. From the iaformatiou which 
has been so far available, we arrive at two 
gratifying conclusions — gold is lound to ex- 
ist in paying quantities, and the Bald ol ope- 
rations ia sufficiently extensive to employ a 
population of probably several thousand 
people. In the various prespecting results, 
we find that although the gold is evidently 
diffused, affording almost every miner an op- 
portunity of making somathing, yet there 
would seem to he rich spots oco ■sionally, suf- 
ficient to satisfy the desires of the moat am- 
bitious. When ns high as a dollar to the pan 
hn been obtained by ths very imperfect 
method of prospecting, which, in the absence 
of proper tools, the explorers were obliged to 
adapt, we eoe no reaaon why Sooko and Leech 
should not bo able to take their place iu a 
little time beside the more pretentious creeks 
of British Columbia. There is onr thing, al 
all events iu their favor — a circumslar ce that 
ought to attract population from overy qnar- 
ter along; the coast — they arc the cheapest 
diggings of any gold mining conntry extant. 
"Within twenty miles ol Victoria, and with 
an abundance of game, the miner's weekly 
expenditure need not be much over the daily 
outlay of his fellow-laborer at Cariboo. 

When (he intelligence from these mines 
gels circulated in Washington Territory, 
Oregon, and California, we shall have doubt- 
leas a larger population that we will well 
know how to employ. However we believe 
in the advantages of a large rush t* the 
mines, to long as they are within easy 
rsaoh of inlimited supplies; and should 
Sooke and Leech rivers ba overrun by our 
mioing influx, the surrounding country will 
have a chance ol being thoroughly proa- 
peeled. The recent discoveries on Leech 
rivsr lead strongly to the hspe that the coun 
try between it and San Jaan river, as well as 
the Cowichan, will prove remunerative to the 
gold miner. At all everts, it would seem 
that in many places payable diggings can be 
found from twenty to thirty feat from the 
bank, and it is roaiunahly presumed that 
niaDy of the benches will pay, if worked at 
the proper season of the year when sufflci- 
cient water oan bo obtained. 

From the reports of the explorers it is evi- 
dent that the gold which is fouud in Sooke 
river has bean carried down from the moun- 
tains or hills in the vicinity of Leech. Above 
the junction of the Leech river Willi the Sooke> 
and towards the head waters of tho latter 
stream, the prospects were very poor, 
whilo below the forks they were 
rioh and resembled those in every respeot 
which were obtained on Leech. The only 
material difference botweeu ths two was trie 
faot that the prospocts ou the latter were 
oonsideraly larger than those on Sooke. Our 
information, however, so lar, although satis- 
factory enough as regards tho paying nature 
of the rivers, is still lacking in a very impor- 
tant particular — the lasting character cl the 
diggings. The statements made by some of 
the miners who returned yeitarday for pro- 
visions, that thsy had sunk through four feel 
of wash dirt without coining to the rock, is a 
proof that some ol the places at least oro of 
a comparatively speaking permanent charac- 
ter; but the bulk of the bira will be no 
doubt somewhat similar to those thut were so 
'quickly worked out on the Lower Fraser. 
The flats and benches as well as ti e quartz 
lodgjjs spokoa of are however different, and 
may afford employment for a long time to 
coma. On this question of aiming stability 
will the rapid progress of Victoria mainly 
depend ; and we musl only await patiently 
the result of the next few weeks before pro- 
nouncing decitively on so itnponunt a sub- 
ject.

GoodNews from Sooke. 

PREVIOUS REPORTS CONFIRMED 1 1 
Accouuts from 0!d Prospectors, 

Monday Morning, Aug. 1. 

Wo are gratified to be able to plnco before 
our readers the followiug authentic particu- 
lars, from a party of gentlemen who have just 
returned from a prospecting tour on Sooko 
river. The names of the party are n suffi- 
cient guarantoo for tha reliability of tho in- 
telligence : — 

Messrs. Thos. Moffutl, Chas. Mo K. Smith, 

John Spencer and Turner, returned 

this morning by the Enterpriso from Sooke. 
They bring tho lollowing highly gratifying 
news from the new gold fioliis in that district. 

The party left Victoria on Wednesday 
morning last after intelligence had bean re- 
ceived of tho first prospects Btruck on the 
Sonke Rivtir. Tbey proceeded by the trail 
to Sooke and then followed tha rivor up 
northward. 

For a new country, without uny trail, the 
traveling was considered much easior than 
on the Fraser in the excilemunt of '58. 

At about 8 niilea Irom tha mouth 
of the river they prospected a bar und 
got (rom one to three cent* to tha pan. 
The bar is about 1000 feet long, and 
from 200 to 300 leet wide. Thf.ru is a good 
fall here and in most other places lor flumiug 
or sluicing. 

For about 3 miles further there are a sucees 
sion of carious. Above this tbey again pros- 
pected a bar Cllonding perhaps half a mile 
up, and from about a dozen pans lin y obtained 
an average of from 3 to S cents, ,-i.iino of tli.- 
proapects .vera weighed and gave over GceiHi- 
to the pan. One weighed eight. Two [u 
dians who accompanied the party amused 
Ihemselved by washing out with the top of u 
collee pot and got 5 or 6 colors each 'ime. 

They proceeded three miles further up, the 
appearance ol the country for mining purposes 
improving avury mile ; a large quantity "I 
quartz ooulders were seen in the nod of the 
river, aud slate rock, indicating a slatu lorm- 
ation higher up. Prospects were taken out 
her,! and there, as they went along, giving 
various results, but they never missed bnd- 
ing gold. They i\enl up t.i the forks of what 
they suppose is now called Loeah river, but 
not having beard of the prospects found on 
Una river, and their provisions running o;jt, 
lhoy concluded co return to Victoria lur sup- 
plies. They calculate the distance they 

travelled to be from twelve to fourteen miles. .

1 camped here all day on the Mtb, 
for the purpose of onabliug Mr. Foley to 
prospect, Mr. Whymper to complete! a 
sketch of tho cation which he hnd commenced 
the pievious day, and also because I wished 
to ascend a niouulain which Uutllo had vis- 
ited on the afternoon of the 13th, and re- 
ported that we could obtain btarings to 
several important points. On the afternoon 
of the Utb 

Foley showed ine the result of his prospecting 
which was very satisfactory indeed; the lowest 
yield being tliroo eents, and the highest '25 
cents to the pan. The gold was found on 
the right bsnk of the river, immediately 
above the canon. 

The altitude of the mountain visited is 
about 1,800 feet above the level ol the sea — 
From cam[) 16, for about two and a-half 
miles up stream, the country is level, or 
slightly undulating; good soil. The country 
lying to tho westward consists of conical hills 
ooveted wilh pines; very little level land — 
To tho eastward, is very rugged, consisting 
of rocky eminences, very thinly timbered. 
The lake lien north ol this point, diatain about 
six or eight miles; the country between is 
very mountainous. 

We reached Sooku Lake nt 1 p. m. on 
Saturday the 16th instant, having made the 
journey in 2} days' easy tiavel. About C miles 
above the canon the river forks one fork flow 
ing from tbe X. W., the other coaling (rom 
the Northwurd from the Lake ; tho latter 
stream being the smaller of the two. 

Ou Sunday 1 tli I not move camp, bu-i paid 
off ttiree of the Indians and retained Lu«are 
and engaged him to come as far as Oowioh- 
aii at SI perday. Sout a letter to <j. Cruiek- 
s&ank enclosing one to Dr. Urown containing 
tho results of the prospecting below the lorks. 
I made all up into n parcel aud sent it to 
Mr. Muirat Sooke with d'rections to forward 
it with the least possible delay. 

On Monday morning, at the suirgoMion of 
Mr. Foley I sent him with a parly of three 
( Macdoaidd, Mead and Tomo) lo the N. W. 
Fork mentioned above, for lh« purpose of 
jrospecling it (ot gold, as we fsuuil good 
pi ospecta up to the I'orks, hut having pas»ed 
ihat point nothing worth Mentioning w»« 
loiiud on U.h r.tream Bowing Iron) C;e Lake. 

Mr. Foley and party returned to carap on 
Thursday evening, bringing very rich pros-' 
iwieu with them. They hare called the stream 
Leech iiiver. 

The prospects on Leech River ranged 
from 3 cents to t dollar, the average being 
12 'i, cents to ti n pan. 

While Mr. Foley was atrty I shifted 
camp to a point shewn on sketch as cucp 20
